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INTRODUCTION 



Why You Must Reject Al Gore 



Since the first edition of this pamphlet on the

Commits Genocide 

Against Africans 



At a rally on June 28 , 1999 in Philadelphia, some 
3000 members of the coalition AIDS Drugs for 
Africa took part in a protest demonstration 
against Vice President Al Gore, who was in the city 
campaigning for the Democratic Presidential nomina- 
tion, "Al Gore Kills for Greed," some of them shouted. 
The demonstrators demanded that Gore stop blocking 
access by South Africa to affordable, generic drugs to 
combat a spieading-HIV-AIDS epidemic. 

Al Gore has been caught committing genocide 
against Africans with AIDS. 

On one level, Gore is just acting with his usual cor- 
ruption, on behalf of his backers. Large American 
pharmaceutical companies, who have poured money 
into Gores presidential campaign, are determined to 
prevent South Africa from manufacturing its own 
cheaper anti-AIDS drugs, and Gore is doing, their bid- 
ding. 

But, more fundamentally, Gore's actions on behalf of 
these drug companies express his basic murderous phi- 
losophy. Because these actions will inevitably lead 
many more people, non-white people, to die. 

South Africa, and other African nations and general- 
ly moral people everywhere, want to save the lives of 
people with AIDS, But not Al Gore. He wants to stop 
population growth! Read the way he put it in his envi- 
ronmentalist manifesto, Earth in the Balance: 

"No goal {including saving lives — ed r ) is more cru- 
cial to healing the global environment than stabilizing 
human population. . . The speed with which the change 
has occurred [population growth] has itself been a 
major cause of ecological disruption, . . 

"Kenya . . . Egypt . . . Nigeria . . , all three countries 
are already putting great strains on their ecological sys- 
tems so it is truly frightening to imagine the impact 
of doubling or tripling their numbers — not to mention 
the pitiful quality of life these extra scores of millions 
can expect." 

Gore, who thinks Kenya, Egypt, and Nigeria have 
too many people, is just acting according to his genoci- 



dal philosophy, when he denies life-saving drugs to the 
populous South Africa. 

Disaster in Africa 

There is no question that the Republic of South 
Africa is facing a genuine and tenrifying national emer- 
gency. Between 3 and 6 million South Africans are esti- 
mated to have been infected. On July 22, before the 
House Subcommittee on Criminal Justice, Ding Policy 
& Human Resources, Subcommittee Chairman John L, 
Mica (R-Fla.), presented the following picture of the sit- 
uation for Africa as a whole: 

"More than 33,4 million adults and children are esti- 
mated to be infected with HIV7AIDS, This disease has 
already killed 14 million people, approximately 12 mil- 
lion in Africa, Today, more than 22,5 million Africans 
are living with HIV/ AIDS. " 

At the same hearings, Rep. Bernie Sanders (I-Vt), 
testified: 

"While 90% of all AIDS deaths are from Sub- 
Saharan African countries, less than 1% of the worlds 
AIDS drugs are sold there. Why? Because in countries 
like South Africa, where the annual per<apita income 
is a meager 52,600, AIDS drugs cost up to SI ,000 for a 
month's supply" 

Congressman Sanders went on to say about South 
Africa, that; 

"This dire situation is expected to plunge life 
expectancy a full 20 years, from 60 to 40 years by the 
year 200S,' J 

According to UN Secretary General Kofi Annan, 
speaking before the First Diana Princess of Wales 
Memorial Lecture, UN AIDS statistics show that every 
day, on average, 5,500 men, women, and children die 
from AIDS in Africa, especially in Sub-Saharan Africa. 

Gone himself has acknowledged in a letter to the 
chairman of the Congressional Black Caucus that 
South Africa is being devastated by AIDS, which is 
anticipated to orphan more than 2,5 million South 
African children over the next 10 vears. 
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South Africa tries to save lives 

In the face of this devastation, South Africa passed a 
bill in 1997 which would permit the country to produce 
generic drugs that could control AIDS, under the rubric 
of "compulsory licensing," or "parallel purchasing," 
These are procedures which are even permitted within 
the provisions of the World Trade Organization's free 
tnade measures. "South Africa is prepared to pay rea- 
sonable royalties," according to James Love of the 
Center for the Study of Responsive Law 

In fact, the South African government has little choice 
if it wants to save lives. AZT, one of the drugs which has 
been shown to combat AIDS symptoms* sells for as 
much as $6 a pill, when marketed by the U.S. drug com- 
panies. Thus a one month s supply would cost more than 
the annual salary of the average South African, 

But, if the South African government could contract 
with the drug companies to manufacture a generic 
drug, the same amount could be produced for as little 
as 42 cents' 

Enter Gore 

But Gore, who chairs the U.SJSouth Africa Bi-National 
Commission, did not approve. In 1 998, after the tiade divi- 
sion of the Clinton administration had acted on complaints 
by the Pharmaceutical manufacturers' lobby to put South 
Africa on a 'watch list" for its authorization of parallel 
imports. Gore made the issue of protecting pharmaceutical 



property lights the central focus of 
his discussions with Deputy 
President Mbcki, who is now the 
South African president. 

Once again, in February 1999, 
Gore met with Mbeki and raised 
his "concerns" regarding the South 
Africa Medicines Act, which would 
authorize the prod notion of the 
i^0 10.0-13.4 generic drugs, In April, the U.S. 

Trade Representative again put 
South Africa on the 'Watch List" 
due to the same issue. 

South Africa has all the legal 
justification it needs. The WTO 
permits compulsory licensing in 
the event of a "national emer- 
gency," which the AIDS situation 
in that country surely is. Not only 
that, but the United Slates permits 
the procedures which South Africa 
is trying to implement in countless 
other cases. What's going on is 
racist hypocrisy, pm-e and simple. 

The issue was laised in a hard- 
hitting way in an open letter by 
Ralph Nader and James Love to the 
Vice-President, dated April 2, E999 
"[t is gross hypocrisy to act as if South Africa is an 
outlaw in the world community because it is consi del- 
ing the use of compulsory licensing for essential medi- 
cines. But this is far worse than hypocrisy. Africa is 
confronted with a public health crisis of historical pro- 
portions. Of course South Africa should use compulso- 
ry licensing to expand access to essentia! medicines! 

"This is an emei^gency, and millions of lives are at stake. 
Why shot ild President Nelson Mandela, Deputy President 
Thabo Mbeki and [Health Minister] Dr. Nkosazana Auma 
permit their population to he defenseless simply because 
Glaxo Welcome and Bristol-Myers Squibh want Llie power 
to set prices for U.S. taxpayer-funded and govemmeul- 
developed HIV/AIDS dings in Africa?. . . 

"Why is the U.S. doing this? Does it make any sense 
given (he AIDS epidemic in South Africa?. . . 

"It is the United Slates Government that is taking 
matters in its own hands and deploying an astonishing 
assault on South African sovereignty and critical public 
health responsibility It is the United States Government 
that is literally asking South Africa to abandon the lives 
of mulions of infected citizens in order to receive reduc- 
tions in U.S. bairiers to trade or economic aid. What 
kind of Vice President are you if you cannot lake 
time out from frantic political fundraising and today 
recognize the immorality of U.S. policy toward the 
South African people on this issue. 7"

Al Gore: 

Fried Green Fascism 



The fallowing report is the text of a presentation which 
EIR Counterintelligence Director Jeffrey Steinberg deliv- 
ered Feb, 14 to the Presidents' Day conference of the 

Schiller Institute/ ICLC conference in Reston* Va. 

In 19S8, U.S. Senator Albert Gore Jn ran For the 
Democratic Party Presidential nomination. Gone was 
as desperately, obsessively com in it ted to being 
President of the United States in 1 9S8— as he is today. 

You can see the look of determination in his eyes, in 
this 1996 campaign photograph, that was taken by his 
wife. Tipper, and published in her family photo album, 
Picture This. 

Appropriately, Senator Gore's 1988 national 
campaign headquarters was located in the 
Opreyland Hotel, the mecca of the Country & 
Western music world. Gores campaign strategy 
was to score a big win on "Super Tuesday," the 
mega-primary day that grouped together most 
of the states of the Deep South, The plan was 
dubbed Gore's 'Confederate strategy." It failed. 
Although Gore took some of the Southern states, 
he was badly beaten by a little- known New 
England liberal, Massachusetts Governor 
Michael Dukakis, in Florida and Texas. The 
African-American vote, throughout the South, 
went, overwhelmingly, to Reverend Jesse 
Jackson. 

If Al Gore's performance was poor in the 
heart of the Confederacy, his record north of the 
Mason-Dixon Line was even more dismal. In the 
make-it-or-break it primary election in New 
York, Gore was shunned by Governor Mario 
Cuomo and won a kiss-of-death endorsement 
from New York City Mayor Ed Koch. On prima- 
ry day, Dukakis won 51% of the Democratic votes, Jesse 
Jackson won 37%, and Al Gore came in with barely 
10%. Thus ended Al Gore's 1988 quest for the 
Presidency. 

By the end of the New York primary campaign, Gore 
was in such a state of bipolar rage over his dismal per- 
formance that he resorted to desperate, outright racist 
cheap-shot attacks against his opponents. You can take 
the boy out of the Confederacy, but you can't so easily 
take the Confederacy out of the boy. 



First, his one big New York political booster, Ed 
Koch, badly damaged Gones chances, by declaring that 
Jews would have to be "crazy" to vote for Jesse Jackson, 
a disastrous blunder that Gove promptly compounded 
by publicly endorsing Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir's vehement rejection of Ronald Reagan's call for 
a "land for peace" deal between Israel and the 
Palestinians. Gores campaign publicist in New York, 
David Garth, had been Shamir s campaign manager, 
and was also a longtime political adviser to Ariel 
Sharon, the butcher of the Palestinian refugee camps at 
Sabra and Shatila.

And the head of Gore's New York campaign organ i- 
zation was New York City Councilman Noach Dear, a 
founder of Rabbi Meir Kahanes Jewish Defense League 
terrorist gang, who never abandoned that racist cause. 

Gore next one-upped Koch, in the closing momeats 
of the New York campaign, by launching into a tirade 
against Dukakis for letting killers free on weekend fur- 
loughs from Massachusetts state prisons, so they could 
rape and murder. Yes, it was Al Gore— not George 
Bush— who launched the infamous "Willie Horton" 



camp sign. A Bush campaign staffer, Floyd Brown, 
watching the Gore-Dukak is- Jackson debate on televi- 
sion, merely followed up the lead provided by Gore. 
The same Floyd Brown would emerge, in 1992, among 
the most vicious slanderers of President Bill Clinton, 

Al Gore's 1988 failed run for the Presidency taught 
him a bitter lesson: The traditional constituents of the 
Democratic Party — minorities, labor, senior citizens, 
and Americas technology -oriented middle-sized busi- 
nesses-universally rejected the Senator from 
Tennessee. It was a stinging defeat. But Al Gore and his 
inner circle of political handlers knew what to do next. 

In the tradition oF another unelectable tyrant of the 
20th century, Adolf Hitler, Al Gore delivered a public 
manifesto, offering himself as a fully conscious, willing 
servant to the most genocidal faction within the 
Brilish-American-Canadian financial oligarchy, the fac- 
tion associated with the Duke of Edinburgh, Prince 
Philip, his son. Prince Charles, and their Dutch ally, 
Prince Bernhard- The same extended Anglo-Dutch 
'BAG" oligarchy, with its Morgan and Brown Brothers 
Harriman allies on Wall Street, had bankrolled Hitlers 
Nazi Party in 1932. 

If the healthy 'forgotten majority' 1 of American vot- 
ers were not prepared to back him, Al Gore was pre- 
pared to carry water for the heirs of Montagu Norman, 
J. P. Morgan, and Hjalmar Schacht. 

Witness Al Gore's recent public tantrum against the 
Prime Minister of Malaysia, Mahathir Mohammed, 
who dared to cross swords with ihe Queen's speculator, 
George Soros. Witness the impeachable offenses com- 
mitted by Al Gore, to salvage LTCM. David E. Shaw 
and other hedge funds, caught by surprise in last 
Augusts Russian freeze on commercial bank debt pay- 
ments. 

Gore's Book, 'Mein Planet' 

Gore's Faustian manifesto, his own \Iein Kampf, 
was published in 1992, under the title Earth in the 
Balance. Some of his more insightful critics promptly 
dubbed the book, Mein Planet. 

Don't get me wrong. The publication of Earth In the 
Balance marked no political Damascus Road conver- 
sion for Al Gore. As the lifetime protege of one of the 
most evil figures of the 20th century Armand Hammer, 
Al Gore had already established his credentials as one 
of the more corrupt and shallow figures in American 
political life. His father, Albert Gore, Sr. had sold his 
soul to Anglo-Soviet Trust agent Hammer in the 1940s: 
and, even earlier, had been sponsored in politics by 
Bernard Barueh, a Confederate transplant to Wall 
Street, who would join forces with Lord Bert rand 
Russell, at the close of World War II, in an effort to cre- 
ate a world government, possessing a monopoly on the 
nuclear bomb. Gore Sr, after losing his U.S. Senate 
seat in 1970, assumed the Presidency of the Council for 
a Liveable World, which was founded by the original

This was the legacy that Al Gore had long since 
inherited from his father. As the head of the 
Congressional Clearinghouse on the Future and 
GLOBE, an international parliamentary group ped- 
dling various world federalist schemes, Al Gore, Jr had 
already manifested a tree-hugger's love for every 
obscene New Age cure-all for the so-called ecological 
crisis. And Al Gore and Newt Gingrich had long ago 
forged a partnership as the "Third Wave'VAlvin 
Tofflerite Bobbsey Twins of Capitol Hill. 

Two leading BAG figuresj intimately tied to Prince 
Philip— Maurice Strong and Martin Palmer— have con- 
firmed that Gore's personal ties to the British Royal 
Consort date back at least to the mid- 1 980s, when they 
began a correspondence that continues up to the pre- 
sent day. Gore and Prince Philip met, face-to-face, for 
the first time in Washington in May 1990, as the future 
Vice President was working on his manuscript, and as 
the head of the British oligarchy was staging a confer- 
ence at the National Cathedral to revive paganism. 

Meeting Prince Philip 

At the time of that meeting. Prince Philip, the 
International President of the World Wildlife Fund, had 
recently published his own genocide tract, Down to 
Earth, and the impact on Gores book is evident, from 
a simple comparison of the two texts, especially on the 
of the need to kill off as many dark-skinned human 
beings as possible — in the shortest time frame. 

It is useful to focus on Earth in the Balance 
because it defines the menace of an Al Gore Presidency, 
most efficiently within the larger context of the strug- 
gle between the nation-state system and an oligarchical 
Dark Age. 

We have reached a moment in history; the end of a 
500-year epoch, when the republican nation-state sys- 
tem and the system of feudal oligarchial and usury, 
can no longer co-exist on this planet. Either we defeat 
the oligarchy in the near-term, or we plunge, for several 
generations or more, into a Dark Age of unprecedented 
horror. 

It is vital that each and every person in this room 
comes away from this conference with a clear under- 
standing of why Al Gore must be destroyed in the 
immediate days and weeks ahead. 

As lyndon LaRouche has powerfully demonstrated, 
in a series of recent EIR studies, and in the pages of 
The Road to Recovery, Al Gore is as unelectable to the 
Presidency today as he was in 1983, But no one should 
take comfort in that reality. 

For the moment, the British-directed assault on the 
Clinton Presidency has been severely setback, as the 
result of the Feb. 12, 1999 historic U.S. Senate vote, 
rejecting the two articles of impeachment. Al Gore is 
not yet occupying the Oval Office through BAC coup 
d'etat- And we can take a substantial amount of credit 
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for that most recent defeat of the British insurrection 
against our Republic, an insurrection that was under- 
way before the ink had dried on our Federal 
Constitution, and that will not end with the defeat of 
the Clinton impeachment plot. 

Do not rule out an assassination attempt against 
President Clinton, particularly as he moves to reassert 
his hold on the Presidency, and, most emphatically, if 
he joins what Lyndon LaRouche has labeled "The 
Survivor Club/' by taking up Lhe urgent task of creat- 
ing a New Bretton Woods monetary system and bring- 
ing the United States fully into lhe Eurasian Land- 
Bridge great project. And do not underestimate our 
power as a political movement. If we do our job, here 
in the United States, and around the world, as the glob- 
al financial and monetary collapse plays out, through 
an accelerating sequence of shocks, Clinton will be 
recruited to the "Survivors Club"! 

We know the BAC oligarchy better than they know 
(hemaelves. They rarely assassinate a prominent figure 
out of simple revenge. They assassinate when they feel 
that their immediate future interests may be jeopar- 
dized. 

Remember, [he present BAC Forces are the Heirs of 
the assassins of Alexander Hamilton Abraham Lincoln, 
James Garfield, William McKinley, John F. Kennedy 
Mai tin Luther King, Robert Kennedy, Thus, Major 
Lewis Mortimer BloomfiekL the British Special 
Operations Executive officer who headed the 
Permindex assassination bureau that killed JFK and 
nearly murdened Charles De Gaulle, was the founder of 
the Canadian branch of Prince Philip's WWF, along 
with A!

So, as long as Al Gore remains in office as Vice 
President, and as long as he enjoys the public percep- 
tion that he is Bill Clinton's preferred successor, the 
enemies of this country, and of all civilization, will 
remain a heartbeat away from power in Washington. 

As you will all read in The Road to Recovery, it is 
also our urgent responsibility to ensure that a viable 
candidate is nominated by the Democratic Party for the 
Year 2000 Presidential elections, if this nation and the 
world are to survive the onrush of this greatest global 
financial crash in modem history. 

Without question, Lyndon LaRouche is the most 
qualified and viable candidate that the Democratic 
Party could nominate.

Anyone who recently saw 
George Bush Jr., "Shrub/ showing his fangs in a one- 
hour C-SPAN interview, can appreciate why the Bush 
League desperately wants to run against A I Gore — 
rather than a real Democrat. 

Not Fit For High Office: The Sallet 
Memo 

So lets take a brief, clinical look at Al Gore, 
as he presents himself in the pages of 
Earth in the Balance. 
Al Gores green manifesto was published in 
1992. It therefore instantly became an issue 
in the Presidential campaign, once Bill 
Clinton was induced to name Gore as his 
Vice Presidential j-unning mate, 
A DNC staffer, Jonathan Sallet, was 
assigned, on behalf of the Clinton-Gore 
campaign, to put together an "opposition 
research" memo on Gores Earth in the 
Balance, in anticipation of a frontal 
assault against Gore's 'deep" environmen- 
talist^ during a scheduled television 
debate with Dan Qiiayle, Quayle never 
raised the issue t and so the Clinton -Gore 
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campaign memo served as the only serious assault 
against Gore's green ideology during the 1992 cam- 
paign. Through channels unknown, Sallet's memo 
found its way onto the fax machine of Republican 
Minority Whip Dick Armey, and from there, it was pub- 
lished in the pages of the Wall Street Journal. 

The Sallet memo read, in part; "Al is not qualified to 
be Vice President. 

"He has no principles. He admits he has voted for 
programs in which he does not believe, , . , 

"He's apparently guilt-ridden about the role of men 
in society and, perhaps, as a result of his own weak- 
ness, believes America as a whole is psychologically 
dysfunctional 

"He is a bad scientist who doesn't care enough to get 
his facts straight. The fact is, we can't be certain that 
global warming or the level of C0 2 or even the changes 
in the ozone layer pose a threat as burdensome as the 
cost of Al Gore's proposals. 

ri Al is a radical environmentalist who wants to 
change the very fabric of America. 

"He criticizes America for being America — a place 
where people enjoy the benefits of an advanced stan- 
dard of living. 

"He has no sense of proportion: He equates the failure 
to recycle aluminum cans with the Holocaust — an equa- 
tion that parodies the former and dishonors the latter 

"He is a Luddite who holds the naive view that tech- 
nology is evil and wants to abolish automobiles 

"If Al Gore has his way, we would give up America's 
jobs and destroy the economy." 

Not a bad compilation of sound-bite-sized snipes at 
Gore's kooky and dangerous views, in fact, it was prob- 
ably the most insightful document produced by the 
DNC during the entire 1992 election. But, with all due 
respect, the Al Gore revealed in the pages of Earth in 
the Balance is a far more sinister enemy of 
humankind than those nasty one-liners convey. 

Start with the question of population. Al Gore is as 
fanatically committed as Prince Philip to the reduction 
in world population — what the British Royal Consort 
refers to as "culling the human bend." 

In the very first chapter of Earth in the Balance, Al 
Gore presents the same population curve Lyndon La- 
Rouche has used for years as a pedagogical device, 
demonstrating the power of the nation^state system to 
show the tremendous positive population impact of 
Renaissance advances, as the efficient instrument for 
man truly realising his creative potential, as a creature 
in the living image of God. 

But Gore's message is exacdy the opposite. For Gore, 
the fact that the emergence of the nauonnstate system 
and the consequent spread of scientific and technologi- 
cal progress has made it possible for billions of people 
to live and prosper, is a problem, a grave problem, a 
threat to the eco-sysfcem* 



Gore wrote, "No goal is more crucial to healing the 
global environment than stabilizing human population. 
The rapid explosion in the number of people since the 
beginning of the scientific revolution — and especially 
during the latter half of this century — is the clearest 
single example of the dramatic change in the overall 
relationship between the human specie and the Earths 
ecology system. Moreover, the speed with which this 
change has occurred has itself been a major cause of 
ecological disruption, as societies that learned over the 
course of hundreds of generations to eke out a living 
within fragile ecosystems are suddenly confronted — in 
a single generation — with the necessity of feeding, 
clothing, and sheltering two or three times as many 
individuals within those same ecosystems. " 

Remember that in 1972, that self-confessed British 
agent, Henry Kissinger, prepared National Security 
Memorandum 200, defining population growth in the 
developing world as a national security threat to the 
United States. 

In Earth in the Balance, Al Gore fully endorsed 
Kissinger's call for Third World genocide. "Consider the 
plight of several countries, as estimated by the 'best 
case' scenarios projected by the United Nations Fund 
for Population Activities," Gore wrote, "Kenya, which 
now has 27 million people, will have within 30 years an 
estimated 50 million people. Egypt's population, 55 mil- 
lion people today, is increasing by an amount equal to 
the entire population of Israel every four years ; Nigeria, 
which already has 100 million people, will have within 
thirty years at least 300 million people. All three coun- 
tries are already putting great strains on their natural 
resources and threatening the integrity of their ecology 
systems, so it is truly frightening to imagine the impact 
of doubling or tripling their numbers — not to mention 
the pitiful quality of life these extra scores of millions 
can expect. Already new epidemics — from cholera to 
the Black Plague to AIDS — have emerged in societies 
knocked off balance by rapid population growth and 
the consequent disruption of their traditional patterns 
of living, and the degradation of their surrounding 
environments,'' 

Never mind the policies of the International 
Monetary Fund, the consequences, for Africa, of a cen- 
tury of British and other imperial looting and plunder- 
ing, which has moved into a more virulent post-mod- 
ernist phase in the past several year?. Never mind 
Prince Philips SAS mercenary armies, disguised as 
game wardens, stalking human prey Al Gore's racist 
assumption is that Africans must live within the cen- 
turies old boundaries of their "ecosystem," deprived of 
modern infrastructure and modern technology, that 
could transform the African continent into an oasis of 
prosperity, a breadbasket for the world — if the imperial 
looters were driven out. And most of all, Africa is not to 
develop into a continent of modern nation-states, based 
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on the principles of the American System. Population 
growth h in Al Gore's fractured universe, causes AIDS. 

Core's anti-technology bias is not, however; merely 
reserved for the developing world. "We have Fallen vic- 
tim," Gore writes elsewhere in the book, "to a kind of 
technological hubris, which tempts us to believe that 
our new powers may be unlimited. We dare to imagine 
that we will find technological solutions for every tech- 
nologically induced problem. It is as if civilization 
stands in awe of its own technological prowess, . . . 
Technological hubris tempts us to lose sight of out- 
place in the natural order and believe that we can 
achieve whatever we want to," 

Gore's hatred of the nation-state system is further 
advanced in the pages of Earth in the Balance as he 
heaps praise on what he calls "post-national" entities, like 
Kurdistan and Kashmir. "In fact," Gore adds quite happi- 
ly, "some people now define themselves in terms of an 
ecological criterion rather than a political subdivision. 
For example . , . 'Amazonia 1 is used by peoples of several 
nationalities in the world's largest rain forest, where 
national boundaries are often invisible and irrelevant." 

Fractured Philosophy 

But perhaps nowhere does Al Gore declare himself 
the enemy of the Judeo-Christian and Islamic doctrine 
of man in the living image of God, in more clearcut 
terms, than in his chapter-length tirade against Plato, 
which he titled "Environmentalism of the Spirit." 

Gore chose to illustrate the chapter with a detail of 
Raphaels 1510 painting, "The School of Athens." The 
detail shows Plato, on the left, walking with Aristotle. 
Plato is pointing to the heavens, while Aristotle is point- 
ing to the Earth, In Al Gore's fractured world, Plato rep- 
resents the tradition of man divorced from nature, 
bearing no moral responsibility for the ecosystem. 
Plato, he claims, severed scientific truth from morality, 
and was, therefore, the father of all forms of totalitari- 
anism, from the Roman Empire right up to Hitler and 
Stalin. 

"One of the most influential thinkers in the early 
church, Saint Augustine," Gore wrote, 'recounts how 
attracted he was, early in the fifth century to Plato's 
view ■ of the physical world and how he struggled to 
overcome his love of Platonic theory before he could 
'rationalize' his acceptance of Christ's true message." 
And, later in the same chapter: "By assuming that the 
human intellect is not anchored in a context of mean- 
ingful relationships, with both the physical world and 
the Creator, Plato assured that later explanations of the 
workings of the world would become progressively 
more abstract." 

Gore continued: "Francis Bacon is a case in point. 
His moral confusion — the confusion at the heart of 
much of modern science — came from his assumption, 
echoing Plato, that human intellect could safely ana- 
lyze and understand the natural world without refer 



ence to any moral principles defining our relationship 
and duties to both God and Gods creation." This leads 
Gore to condemn Plato as responsible for Hitler and 
Stalin: "Since the onset of the scientific and technolog- 
ical revolution, it has seemingly become all too easy 
for ultra-rational minds to create an elaborate edifice 
of clockwork efficiency capable of nightmarish cruelty 
on an industrial scale. The atrocities of Hitler and 
Stalin, and the mechanical sins of all who helped 
them, might have been inconceivable except for the 
separation of facts from values and knowledge from 
morality. ... At the root of this belief lies a heretical 
misunderstanding oF humankind's place in the world 
as old as Plato;' 

Aristotle, on the other hand, was, for Al Gore, the 
antidote to Plato's evil gnosticism, "The heritage of 
Aristotle's thought," Gore explained, "was kept alive 
principally in the Arabic-speaking world, Alexander, 
who was tutored by Aristotle, established his thought 
throughout the lands he conquered, and the city he 
chose as his capital Alexandria/ became the greatest 
center of learning in the ancient world. But for many 
centuries, the West was isolated From this intellectual 
tradition; only after the reluming crusaders brought 
new ideas back to Europe did the West rediscover the 
other half of its Greek heritage. As the 15th century 
began, Europeans impressed with the intellectual 
achievements of Arab civilization discovered and 
translated several works of Aristotle — Ethics, 
Politics P Logic* among others — which had disap- 
peared from Western thought but had been preserved 
in Arabic." According to Al Gore, it was this 
Aristotelian revival that eventually created the 
Renaissance, which he described as the "impulse to 
reconnect with the Earth/' 

Now, no one could accuse Al Gore of having an orig- 
inal thought. He freely credits Michael Novak, the the- 
ologian of the Free market, in both the text and the 
acknowledgements, as a vital influence on his grasp of 
theology. He also pays homage to Teilhard de Chardin, 
and to James Lovelock, the modern-day reviver of Gaia, 
Earth Mother worship, for shaping his personal theolo- 
gy. Indeed, as a student at Vanderbilt University 
Divinity School in the early 1970s, studying under 
Professor Eugene Teselle, Gore was exposed to the Club 
of Rome's Limits to Growth, in a course called 
Theology and the Natural Sciences, " That genocidal 
tract, too, made an indelible impression on Gore. 

The issue is not originality The issue is: In words and 
in deeds, Al Gore is a conscious philosophical enemy of 
everything that the American Revolution and the 
American System represent in the world today.

Record of Corruption 



Vice President Al Gore may go down in the history 
books as the most corrupt politician never elect- 
ed. President. His leading fundraisers read like a 
who's- who of the late Meyer Lansky's National Crime 
Syndicate Frontmen; and, as the son of the iate Sen. 
Albert Gore, Sr. — of Armand Hammer infamy — Al, Jr. 
has covered up billions of dollars in political thievery 
by some of Russia's best-known "reformers,'" 

Gore's assault on Malaysian Prime Minister 
Mahathir last November could have been scripted by 
billionaire speculator, nation-buster, and drug-legalizer 
George Soros; Soros's Quantum Fund gained notoriety 
in 1997 for leading a murderous hedge fund attack 
against Asian nations including Malaysia. His actions 
reversed 30 years of economic progress and plunged 
the region into economic collapse and social chaos 
from which it has not recovered. 

Indeed, inspired by Gore's attack on the Malaysian 
Prime Minister, Soros came out days later demanding 
that the Mahathir government be overthrown!! 

Dirty Wall Street 

In August 1998, David E. Shaw of D.E. Shaw invest- 
ment was one of a group of "Who's Who of Wall 
Street," as the Jan. 11, 1999 Washington Post called it, 
who met with Al Gore to define strategy in the wake of 
the Aug. 17, 1998 Russian declaration of a suspension 
of payment on debt and GKOs (short term government 
debt). The Russian debt suspension sent the world 
financial markets into turmoil, causing large losses for 
Shaw. Just weeks before this meeting, around July 21, 
Shaw and seven members of his firm had poured 
540,000 into Friends of Al Gore, Jr., Inc., Gore's pre- 
Presidential political action committee. Shaw's contri- 
butions, followed by the meeting, raise the issue of 
bribery on national security matters, which comes 
under the standard of impeachment, defined by Article 
2, Section 4 of the U.S. Constitution. 

At the time of the meeting, D.E. Shaw had already 
taken big losses on hedge-derivatives bets. The Oct. 15, 
1998 Wall Street Journal reported that BankAmerica 
had taken "a 3372 million write-down of a loan to D.E, 
Shaw & Co." The losses Shaw sustained, resulting in a 
$372-million hit for BankAmerica, had come during the 
summer, but the information was withheld until Oct 13. 

D.E. Shaw is no obscure little hedge fund. It is one of 



the 25 largest investment banks on Wall Street, with 
$1,7 billion in capital. It has grown so large that, accord- 
ing to the Journal, it was accounting for as much as 5% 
of all stock trades made in the U.S, in a day 

When Shaw faced near-death as a result of the 
Russia crisis, its execs turned to Gore to bail them 
out — at the expense of U.S,-Russian relations, and the 
Russian people, 

Glicken 

Although Attorney General Janet Reno cleared Gore 
of wrongdoing in the 1996 campaign finance probe, at 
least one of Gore's closest financial allies has recently 
pleaded guilty to campaign finance violations (he was 
ordered to pay SfiO.,000 and put in 500 hours of com- 
munity service). Howard Glicken, a key fundraiser For 
Gore's 1988 Presidential campaign who later raised 
over $2 million for the 1996 Clinton-Gore campaign, 
admitted he solicited illegal foreign contributions for 
1992 Senate campaigns. 

But Glickens corruption runs far deeper His Florida 
precious metals company, Metalbanc, was prosecuted 
as part of the Drug Enforcement Administration's 
"Operation Polar Cap" in 1991 for laundering the drug 
proceeds of the Medellin Caitel. Glicken avoided a long 
jail sentence by striking a deal with piosecutors that 
sent his partner, Harry Falk r to prison for 27 years. On 
May 5, 1997, Falk told the Wail Street Journal Glicken 
had used Metalbanc to launder funds into Gore's J 9SS 
Presidential campaign. 

Glicken tools around Coral Gables, Fla. in one or the 
other of a pair of Jaguars bearing the license plates 
"Gore r and "Gore-2." 

Landow and Dear 

Gore's 1988 national fundraising effort was headed 
by another "businessman" with alleged ties to orga- 
nized crime, Maryland real estate millionaire Nate 
Landow. Landow was draw r n into Democratic Party 
fundraising by the "prince of thieves," Robert Strauss, 
in Jimmy Carter's 1976 Presidential campaign, Landow 
had hopes of being named an ambassador, but his 
prospects were scotched as soon as the FBI began its 
background checks. 

In the early 1970s, Landow invested in a Florida 
masonry company backed by the Gambino family loan- 
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shark Anthony Plate. Later in the 1970s, Landow hired 
Joe Nesline, Lanskys point-man in the nation's capita!, 
as a "consultant'' on a casino-building project in 
Atlantic City, NJ. In January 1978, Nesline's home was 
raided by the FBI, and documents were seized that 
identified Landow as one of his partners. 

Gore's 19SS fund raising effort in New York was 
headed by Noacli Dear, a former New York City 
Councilman who was part of the inner circle of the late 
Rabbi Meir Kahane, Jewish Defense League founder 
and terrorist. Dear's close ties to Gore did not $top him 
from launching into tirades against First Lady Hillary 
Clinton, following her comments on the right of 
Palestinians to national sovereignty. 

Molten Metals 

Peter Munk epitomizes the current generation of 
British- American-Common wealth , or BAC, operators 
who, on behalf of the London- Wall Street-Toronto tri- 
angle of oligarchs, engaged in one of history's biggest 
colonialist raw materials grab, Munk's Barrick Gold 
Corp, has been plundering Africa, Indonesia, Ibero- 
America, and the United States, to comer a chunk of 
the world's untapped supply of gold and other precious 
metals, to ensure the BAC oligarchs are in a position to 
maintain choke-point control over the world economy, 

Munk was one of SS Canadians handpicked by 
Maurice Strong to become a member of Prince Philip's 
100! Club, the secretive funding arm of the World 
Wildlife Fund (now the World Wide Fund for Katune), 
Memberslrip in Strong's J 1iinderganen "' brings with it cer- 
tain perks — among them, access 10 Vice President Gone. 

In his 1996 authorized biography, Munk told writer 
Donald Rum ball that, in the early days of the Clinton 
administration, he ran into a brick wall when he tried 
to grab U,S. federal land, using an arcane 1872 statute 
that provided for sale of such land to "miners" for $5 
per acre. Munk stood to make a killing;, and he put all 
of his resources into twisting the U.S. Department of 
the Interior and the U.S. Senate to his point of view. 

To cuiry favor with the Republicans in Washington, 
Munk had hired fonner Conservative Canadian Prime 
Minister Brian Mulroney as a Barrick director. 
Mulroney used "his close relationship with George 
Bush to good advantage;" Bush got Munk access to key 
Senators, and they struck down legislation drafted by 
President Clinton's close ally Sen. Dale Bumpers (D- 
Ark,), that would have blocked Munks scheme. 
Identical legislation had passed the House. 

After he won the land-grab, Munk "swore he would 
never again allow himself to be sides wiped by political 
surprises,'' He creaied an International Advisory Board 
for Barrick including Mulroney and Bush, to institution- 
alize his Washington presence. There was more. "We 
needed access to Gore, Jh he told Rumba]]. "And we need- 
ed Maurice Strong to take us to some key contacts to 
make sure our case was understood at the highest level." 



Sources familiar with Munk's gold rush suggest that 
not only did Strong provide Munk access to Gore, but 
Gore is thought to have played an important role per- 
sonally, in swaying Democratic Senators against the 
Bumpers bilk 

Gore was also "Chairman Mo's" (the insiders term of 
endearment for Strong) witting or unwitting ally in 
another scheme, in which the Club of the Isles eco- 
freak personally managed to make millions, and for 
which he was, at one point, facing insider trading 
charges, a federal civil suit, and several Congressional 
investigations, with several top figures in the Gore cam- 
paign apparatus. 

On Earth Day, April 17, 1995, Vice President Gore 
travelled to Fait River; Mass. to deliver a speech near 
the research plant of Molten Metal Technology; Inc., a 
firm which counted Strong among its leading stock- 
holders and directors. The firm's registered lobbyist, 
Peter Knight, was Gore's top Senate aide (now one of 
the leading people in Gore's campaign). Gore's Harvard 
pal Vic Gatto was MMTs chief of government sales. 

According to an Oct. 20, 1997 account in the Ottawa 
Citizen by Paul McKay, Gore heaped praise on MMT 
calling the firm "a success story, a shining example of 
American ingenuity, hard work, and business know- 
how, all being used to clean up our environment, and at 
the same lime provide jobs and economic growth." 

The day after Gore spoke, shares in Molten Metal 
began to soar, doubling in a matter of months. 

But hidden behind the Gore rhetoric was a sea of trou- 
ble. From its founding, MMT had received all of its fund- 
ing from the Department of Energy — more than $33 mil- 
lion—to produce a commercially viable waste conversion 
system, using high-temperature metal to decompose 
waste. The experiments had never worked, beyond the 
laboratory scale, and the company had spent almost all of 
its most recent annual grant money in just three months. 

By 1995, the Department of Energy informed the 
fh-m that its research funding would be greatly scaled 
back, and soon cut off. Between December 1995 and 
September 1996, most of the company's officers, as well 
as director Maurice Strong, dumped millions of MMT 
shares — at peak market price of $30 per share. The 
sales grossed $15.3 million. On Oct. 20, 1996, a Sunday, 
after the insiders had made their killing, MMT issued a 
press release, and informed brokers via conference call, 
that government funds would be scaled back, and com- 
mercial ventures delayed. Next day, MMT stock 
plunged to % 5 a share. 

The Russia File 

For more than four yean*, high-level U.S. intelligence 
officials have reportedly been aware of the fact that Vice 
President Gore and some of his senior aides at the White 
House, have exercised covert political pressure to sup- 
press evidence that Gore's leading Russian collaborator, 
former Prime Minister Viktor Chernomyrdin, head of the 
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predecessor to Gazprom, the most powerful company in 
Russia and one of the world's largest conglomerates, is 
guilty of exlensive pergonal and political corruption. 

According to New York Times author James Risen, 
in a Nov. 23, 1998 article titled "Gore Rejected CIA 
Evidence of Russian Corruption": 

"The Vice President did not want to hear allegations 
that Mi; Chernomyrdin was corrupt, and was not inter- 
ested in . . . intelligence reports on the matter." Risen 
wrote that one secret CIA report that went to Vice 
President Gore that contained what was considered "con- 
clusive evidence" of Chernomyrdin's personal corruption, 
was returned to the Agency with a "barnyard epithet 
scrawled across its cover." Since then, Risen says that all 
reports on the Chernomyrdin subject stay inside the CIA r 
Another of Gore's Russian favorites^ Anatoli B, 
Chubais (fired from his position as First Deputy 
Premier by President Boris Yeltsin on March 23, 1993, 
the same day Yeltsin dumped Chernomyrdin for plot- 
ting against him), was also the subject of CIA reports 
on corruption in Russia- 
Reader's Digest , in its February 1999 edition, shed 
more light on Gore's ties with Russia's mobsters. In an 
article titled "Dirty Diamonds," it tells the tale of three 
young Russian mafia diamond-dealers who stole up to 
SI SO million from Russia's highly secure national store- 
houses. Reader's Digest printed a photo of the Vice 
President with these very mobsters. The picture is iden- 
tified as having been taken in 1994, during a political 
campaign event in California, 

The Reader's Digest story was based on an explo- 
sive report, "The Looting of Russia." by David E. 
Kaplan and Christian Caryl, which appeared in U.S. 
News & World Report Aug, S, 1998— complete with

Kaplan and Caryl following the joint investigation 
of U.S. FBI agent Joe Davidson and Moscow police offi- 
cer Viktor Zhirov, uncovered details of how this looting 
of Russia occurred, through a San Francisco-based 
company, "Golden ADA," which supposedly was set up 
to develop a means for Russia to bypass the DeBeers 
diamond cartel, But r instead of developing its own mar- 
ket, it appears that Golden ADA simply took the 
Russian treasures and sold them outright to DeBeers, 
at rock-bottom prices — while siphoning off as much as 
one billion dollars in 'Tees." 

Robbing Russia's Tort Knox' 

According to U*S* News & World Report, Gore may 
have been influential in a certain kind of "damage con- 
trol" that closed down the Davidson-Zhirov probe. 

At one point in the investigation, Kaplan and Caryl 
report, investigators became worried that the Golden 
ADA scandal could become "Russia's Watergate/' Steps 
were taken, sometime in late 1995 or early 1996: "In 
Washington , Justice Department officials briefed the 
staffs of the National Security Council and Vice 
President Gore, who was then deeply involved in 
U,S,-Russian relations. Davidson remembeis feeling 
uneasy. 'We were worried about political interference/ he 
says. The FBI's team pressed on, amassing evidence of 
racketeering, theft, and money laundering. . Davidson 
thought [they] had a chance to blow the case wide open 
"But then came some very bad news. 
"The IRS was raiding the Golden ADA offices the 
very next day seizing all the assets, and sending the 
principals fleeing. It took years to locale them. This 
meant the end of the criminal case," 

According to the article, one of the 
names on the wiretaps was "Anatoli 
Chubais" 

According to Russian media and 
court reports, the three Russians- 
two now in prison in Russia, and one 
on the lam — were allegedly working 
with highest-level officials, most 
notably then-chairman of the 
Precious Metals Committee Yevgeni 
Bychkov, who allegedly set up the 
Golden ADA. Some Russian reports 
have gone farther, naming 
Chernomyrdin and ex-Finance 
Minister Boris Fyodorov, 
Investigating the nexus of Gore 4 
Chernomyrdin, Chubais, Gore's 
national security aide Leon Fuerth, 
and Soros (whom Gore once inter- 
vened to protect from criminal inves- 
tigation in Croatia), would be one of 
the greatest steps toward 'fighting 
corruption* anyone could take. 
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The Conspirators on 
Al Gore's Secret Team 



Vice President Al Gore has been operating through 
both Clinton administrations with an extraordi- 
nary amount of influence on foreign policy. As of 
sometime in 1996, it became clear that the Vice 
President had constituted a virtual "Secret Team/' a la 
Henry Kissinger's behind-the-scenes group during 
Watergate, which was effectively Irving to run foreign 
policy, while the President was tied up with his political 
defense This only intensified in 1997. 

Gore's policy profile, contrary to popular opinion, is 
at odds with Bill Clinton's in many areas. Whereas 
President Clinton has sought respectful, strategic rela- 
tions with Russia and China, in particular, Gore takes 
the side of the "hawk/' a new "Cold Warrior." Gore is 
pro-Zionist, and committed to confrontations with 
nationalist leaders like Malaysia's Prime Minister 
Mahathir bin Mohamad — contrary to President 
Clinton. The Vice President's commitment to globalism 
is also ideologically hard, contrary- to that of the 
President. 

The agency which Gore has been able to use to push 
his policies through, during the Clinton administration, 
is known as the "Principals Committee, 4 ' a group of 
leading Foreign policy advisers who function without 
the President in making critical decisions, which they 
then seek to have Clinton rubberstamp. We profile lead- 
ing members of the Principals Committee here, as well 
as one of Gore's chief >xtra-governmentaT collabora- 
tors, Martin Ferrets of the Mew Republic. 

Leon Fuerth 

Leon Fuerth bristles at the suggestion that he has 
been the source of high-level White House national 
security leaks to Israel's Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu, thereby enabling the Greater Israel hawk to 
persistently sabotage the Middle East peace process. 
"Ridiculous," he told the Washington Post's Thomas 
Uppman, during a rare interview, published on June 
16, 1993. 

Fuerth had good reason, in Uppman's words, to 



"sputter with anger'' at the charges, emanating from 
the State Department. As Vice President Albert Gore, 
Jr.'s foreign and national security policy chief, as the 
only non-Cabinet member of the powerful Principals 
Committee, and as the Clinton administration's num- 
ber-one war hawk, Fuerth is unquestionably aware of 
the FBIs two-year hunt for an Israeli mole in the White 
House who is codenamed H 'Mega." 

In January 1997 h the National Security Agency 
(NSA) intercepted a phone conversation between a 
Mossad agent at the Israeli embassy in Washington and 
the then-boss of the Mossad, Danny Yatom, in Tel Aviv, 
in which the field agent sought permission to ask 
"Mega' to obtain a particularly sensitive diplomatic 
communique between Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher and Palestinian Authority President Yassir 
Arafat. The Mossad chief angrily reprimanded his 
agent, as well as the Israeli ambassador in D.C., for 
raising the Mega matter Mega's job was to steer 
Clinton White House policy in support of Israeli 
national interests— not to steal document* or carry out 
other lesser tasks. 

Last year, one well-placed U.S. intelligence source 
told EIR that the hunt for Mega was still ongoing, and 
that it had been determined that the mole was in the 
office of Vice President Gore — not on President 
Clinton's staff! 

Whether or not the Mega probe leads to Fuerth's 
door, the Veep's longest-serving aide, the man who has 
been described as Al Gores "mind-meld/ 1 is shrouded 
in mystery 

After a three-year stint as a second lieutenant in the 
U.S. Air Force, where he was assigned to intelligence 
work at Keesier Air Force Base in Mississippi, Fuerth 
briefly returned to New York University, where he 
enrolled in a Ph.D. program in Russian diplomatic his- 
tory, a program which he never completed. By 1968, he 
was in Washington, as a Foreign Service Officer, 
assigned to the State Departments Bureau of 
Intelligence and Research (INR). He did one brief over- 
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seas stint in Zagreb, Yugoslavia, but spent most of his 
1 1 years — at the height of Henry Kissinger's power in 
the Nixon administration— in an obscure office at INR, 
the Office of Strategic Analysis, Fuerth says this was "a 
place that nobody really knew about ... the place 
where the State Department is connected with the rest 
of the intelligence community on strategic intelligence 
matters/' 

In 1979, Fuerth Left State to work for the House 
Permanent Select Committee on Intelligence. He was 
assigned to work with one of the Committees junior 
Democrats, Al Gore- 
Gore had already singled himself out as the House's 
leading "futurist/' and now, under Fuerth's tutelage, 
Gore, an asset of Soviet agent-of-influence Armand 
Hammer, threw himself into the world of arms control, 
a field historically dominated by advocates of world 
government through nuclear terror. Gore described the 
tutorials with Fuerth, to the Post's Lippman: "We 
spend 13 months studying, probably eight hours a 
week h every aspect of the nuclear arms race/' A 
Business Week senior reporter, Stan Crock, called it a 
H 'mind meld." 

Riding Gore's coattails, Fuerth quickly emerged as 
the biggest hawk in the Clinton administration, and, as 
some former White House personnel report, his posi- 
tion with Gore is unassailable. 

Item: When ex-President George Bush travelled to 
Kuwait in March 1993, a bogus report was surfaced 
that Iraq's Saddam Hussein had dispatched a hit team 
to exact revenge on the "man from Desert Storm/' 
While both the CIA and FBI were still pursuing leads 
on the alleged hit plot, Gore and Fuerth conducted 
their own probe and 'concluded" that the story was 
accurate. Fuerth pressed for bombing Iraq, arguing 



that President Clinton would lose all foreign policy 
credibility if he failed to act. 

In June 1993, Fuerth, with the full support of Gore, 
convinced the President to launch a missile attack on 
Iraq. The CIA and FBI both later weighed in with proof 
that the story about the planned Kit against Bush was a 
hoax. (In 1991^1 Fuerth's urging, Gore was one of the 
few Democrats— but the decisive one— to fully support 
Bush's Desert Storm,) 

Since 1993, there has hardly been a Middle East 
showdown that Fuerth has not pushed. The New 
Republic, owned by another Gore mind-melder, his 
former Harvard professor Martin Feretz, predicted, 
with confidence, in early December 199$, weeks before 
the Desert Fox operation, that Fuerth would prevail in 
the White House faction fight, and that there would be 
a bombing campaign against Iraq- 
One week later, President Clinton, boxed in by the 
Fuerth-dominated Principals Committee, okayed the 
bombing, Ashton Carter, an ex-Department of Defense 
official, told The New Republic for its article, "Fuerth 
in Line/' that "nobody would make a decision without 
including Fuerth/' 

And, of course, with the Vice President in charge of a 
string of bilateral government-to-govemnient commis- 
sions, the most infamous of which is the Gore-Cherno- 
myrdin Commission (now, technically, the Gore-Prima- 
kov Commission), Washington sources confirm that 
Fuerth is the day-to-day manager of U,S. relations with 
Moscow, a position he has used to peddle sanctions 
against Russian military firms, to sabotage the revival 
of Russia's domestic food-production and -pressing 
capacities, and to undermine U.S,-Russian space col- 
laboration. 

A former leading Gore staffer recently told a Washing- 
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ton -based re- 
potter tliat it was 
also Fuerth who 
arranged Vice 
President Gore's 
behind-closed- 
doors sessions 
with George 
Soros, Maurice 
Greenberg, Dav- 
id E. Shaw and a 
dozen other Wall 
Sti^eet bigwigs — 
sessions that in- 
volved impeach- 
able actions on 
the part of the 
Vice President, 
Fuerth's involve- 
ment in the sus- 
pected Gore- 
Wall Street bribery and influence-peddling scheme could 
land the secretive staffer in front of a Congressional 
Committee, where he will have no choice but to divulge 
his role in the events of August-September 1998. 

Madeleine Albright and William Cohen 

The appointment of Albright to the Cabinet is widely 
admitted to have been a Gore 'coup" following the 
1956 election victory. Albright is particularly dangerous 
because of her vanity and incompetence- She loves the 
limelight, even if she must start a crisis to get it. 
Despite her incompetence, Albright is included in our 
profile, because of her usefulness to Gore on the 
Principals" Committee/' the group of Cabinet officials 
involved in matters of national security, who make 
decisions— without the President! 

The appointments of Albright and Defense Secretary 
William Cohen were blatant efforts by Gore and his 
adviser Leon Fuerth to stack the Committee. But they 
were also aided by the Confederates in the Senate and 
the media, who obstructed Clinton's nominees from 
being confirmed to appointments where they could 
advise the President on national security matters. 
Former National Security Adviser W. Anthony Lake 
was the victim of a political lynching by Senators Jesse 
Helms (R^NC) and Richard Shelby (R-Ala), when 
Clinton nominated him as CTA director in 1997; his 
nomination was withdrawn. L'.S. Army General 
Ralston was nominated as Chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, but his nomination was shot down, when 
decades-old stories of adultery were dredged up against 
him. Ralston's ouster paved the way for the appoint- 
ment of Confederate "good ole boy" Gen. Henry Hugh 
Shelton, the first Special Forces general to ever attain 
;he chairmanship of the Joint Chiefs. Sheltons Special 



Forces plan is the core of the Iraq war plan being pro- 
moted by Gore and Albright. 

Albright is determined to keep the flames of war rag- 
ing. As efforts in the UN National Security Council 
were being made in late January to pull the Iraq situa- 
tion away from the precipice of war, and as U.S. 
Central Command chief Gen. Anthony Zinni was warn- 
ing Congress of the fallacies of the Iraq Liberation Act, 
Albright was busy bombarding Arab states with diplo- 
matic discussions designed to head off any efforts to 
end sanctions against Iraq, or to criticize the work of 
Anglo-Zionist agents like Richard Butler and Scott 
Ritter inside L NSCOM. 

After her meetings in Egypt, Albright declared that 
the ""fundamental goals'* that Egypt ought to "share" 
with the United States, included "preventing Iraq from 
threatening its neighbors [and] blocking Saddam 
Hussein's efforts to reconstitute or use his weapons of 
mass destruction." A detailed review of all her state- 
ments about Iraq and the Middle East h including her 
appearance with Gore on the "Larry King Live" broad- 
cast on the night that the Iraq bombings began, shows 
that she has not uttered one word about Iraq for the 
past year that did not originate with either Israeli or 
British Intelligence. 

Albright was drilled in national security matters by 
her former professor, Zbigniew Brzezinski, including 
his "Arc of Crisis" ideology, that geopolitical interests 
were served by a slate of perpetual war in the Middle 
East, which could be achieved by promoting ''Islamic 
fundamen tai ism ." 

Reflecting her dependence on Israeli and British dis- 
information, Albright branded the nation of Sudan a 
"Viper's nest of terrorists/' accusing the government of 
having plotted to assassinate Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak, during Lhe 1995 summit of the Organization 
of African Unity in Ethiopia. The allegations against the 
Sudanese government turned out to be a tissue of lies. 
In August 1999, when U.S. missiles rained down on a 
pharmaceutical factory in Khartoum, Sudan, Albright 
was a member of the Principals Committee that made 
the decision. Later, both the CIA and members of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff who had been excluded From the 
bombing decisions, showed that the "intelligence" 
against Sudan was again faulty 

Martin Peretz 

One of the most powerful "Third Way" Zionists on 
the political scene is Marty Peretz, owner of the New 
Republic and a Harvard professor, who was once con- 
sidered a financial "angel™ of the New Left anti- 
Vietnam War and other radical causes. Peretz exerts a 
good deal of control over Gore's policies, while he 
ridicules President Bill Clinton both in print, and in 
conversations. 

In an interview just after the "Desert Fox'' bomb- 
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ing of Iraq, which was set up by the fraudulent 
report by UNSCOM head Richard Butler, Peretz told 
journalist Scon Thompson that there are very seri- 
ous differences between Clinton and Gore on the 
Middle East, on Russia, as well as on just about 
every other front, 

Peretz, who has styled himself as Gores "mentor" 
since 1965, when the 17-year-old Gore first joined 
Peretz's Harvard seminar, proclaimed, "Al Gore has a 
much deeper understanding of foreign and defense pol- 
icy." Peretz said that President Clinton had long held 
the view, as he had expressed it in 1993, that he would 
rather confer and reach a diplomatic solution with 
Saddam Hussein than fight him, Peretz said, "Clinton 
still holds to this belief, although the Vice President 
never talks publicly about his differences with the 
President/ 

There are two little-known facts about Peretz that 
underscore his crucial part in the Gore conspiracy. 

First, Peretz hates Lyndon LaRouche, and played a 
significant, although not high-profile, role in the "Get 
LaRouche" task force, which went into high gear m 
1 982-83 > when two crucial LaRouche policies came to 
the fore: an anti-International Monetary Fund, pro- 
nation-state policy known as "Operation Juarez/ 
implemented by Mexican President Jose Lopez 
Portilto and the March 23, J 9 S3 announcement by 
President Ronald Reagan of the Strategic Defense 
Initiative (SDI), which would be developed coopera- 
tively between the United States and the Soviet Union, 
as LaRouche had proposed. Like his toady Gore, 
Peretz has an unofficial assignment to keep any 
President of the U.S. from ever again collaborating 
with LaRouche* 

The "Get LaRouche" task force, which ultimately 
framed up LaRouche and had him sent to prison 10 
years ago, was financed by Richard Mellon Scaife, the 
right-wing billionaire who today finances the persecu- 
tion of President Clinton, through the ''private-sector' 
side of the *Get Clinton" task force. In 19S4, Peretz 
used the New Republic to expose sensitive connec- 
tions between President Reagan and LaRouche, who 
had been acting in 1982-&3 as a back channel for 
Reagan in discussions with the Soviets over a proposed 
joint implementation of what became known as the 

SDI. 

Second, Peretz is a Zionist fascist, who believes that 
anything is excusable in the name of Zionism, In his 
essay "The God that Did Not Fail," for the New 
Republic's symposium on "Zionism at 100/ Peretz 
wrote: 'The Zionists . , . invented modem Palestine. . , 
[It is] true that there were Arab felaheen . . , but they 
had little or no conception of Palestine as a country." 
Peretz continued' "Didn't Jewish soldiers sometimes 
beat up on innocent Arab town-dwellers and even drive 



some of them into another part of historic Palestine? 
The answer is . . , 'yes/. . . But Zionism permits us to 
admit this without flinching/' 

Peretz's Zionist networks are precisely those who 
support the Jewish fanatics who carried out the Nov. 
4, 1995 assassination of Israeli Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin, President Clinton's close collaborator 
in the peace effort- In February 1998, when the most 
recent Iraqi war crisis began to erupt— with much 
help from Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu — Peretz teamed up with former Reagan 
Undersecretary of Defense Richard Perle, who is 
widely identified as the most important Israeli spy in 
the United States. Acting through a hastily formed ad 
hoc committee on national security Peretz: and Perle 
co-signed a letter to Clinton with some 40 other for- 
mer U.S. military, political, and elected officials, to 
demand that nothing short of overthrowing 
Saddam Huss*in should be the policy of the United 
States, When Clinton ignored the pressure, Peretz 
and Perle, operating through the Zionist lobby's 
Washington Institute on Near East Policy (WINEP), 
went to the right-wingers in Congress, to have them 
pass the "Iraq Liberation Act." This hare brained 
scheme aimed to appoint a "provisional government" 
made up mostly of London-based opposition groups, 
and to give them about $100 million, with back-up 
from U.S. military forces to overt hrow Saddam 
Hussein. 

By September 1998, with Kenneth Starrs witchhunt 
against the President burning white-hot. Peretz used 
the New Republic to promote the "deviant Democrats" 
who demanded Clinton's resignation. 

But it was Clinton's decision in November 1998 to 
call off the Iraqi bombing that most enraged Peretz, 

Even the J ' Desert Fox" attack on Iraq on Dec. 16, 
1998, didn't appease Peretz:, who said, "70 to 120 hours 
of missile attack are not really going to disturb Saddam 
Hussein's hold on Iraq, , , . One of the differences of a 
Gore administration is that a President Al Gore, Jr, 
would not be embarrassed to embrace the idea of the 
overthrow of Saddam Hussein/' 

Peretz charges that almost everybody in the 
administration is constrained by Clinton's reluctance 
to destroy Iraq, and that Albright only "gives lip ser- 
vice'' to ousting Saddam Hussein. Although Peretz 
claims to play a significant role in Gore's choice of 
Albright as Secretary of State, he qualifies, "You must 
remember that despite her tough talk, [she] came 
from the dovish side of the Democratic Party, , . On 
the one hand she calls Hussein another Hitler,'' he 
complains. 'And then she takes the first deal with 
[UN Secretary General] Kofi Annan" for the February 
199S settlement with Iraq that averted war at that 
time.

The currently ongoing coup d'e"tat, aimed to bring 
Vice President Al Gore quickly into the LIS, 
Presidency, was proposed publicly, by former U.S. 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger, in the October 15 
London Daily Telegraph. More recently, in the 
December 15 edition of the Wall Street Journal, for- 
mer Nixon aide Clay T. Whitehead, described that type 
of secret committee which Kissinger was proposing tor 
a Gore coup d'etat, as it had operated inside the Nixon 
administration. This was, in fact, the so-called 
"Watergate" operation which Kissinger coordinated 
under Vice President Ford. 

Whiteheads version of Kissinger's proposals, 
then and now, coincides exactly with a series of 
coordinated actions, which have been operating 
within the Clinton Administration, largely behind 
President Clinton's back. These operations, centered 
around Vice : President Al Gore, have been pushed as 
a plan of action for preparing the ouster of the 
President. 

Neither of these two insider "secret committees/' 
neither that which operated against Nixon under 
Kissinger, nor the not-so-secret "national security" 
cabal now aligned against Clinton, behind Gore, is 
really original. As the writer Plutarch would have 
described it, there is an ominous parallel between the 
presently attempted coup d'etat against President 
Clinton, and the way in which the government of 
Germany's Chancellor Kurt von Schleicher was over- 
thrown, on January 28, 1933, by Hjabnar Schacht and 
London-backed forces inside the German parliament, 
to hustle Adolf Hitler into power. 

To see the connection clearly, first consider crucial 
highlights of the process through which a then-oiher- 



wise unelectable candidate Hitler was brought into the 
Chancellorship, on January 30\ 193 J, and to dictatorial 
power on February 28, less than one month later The 
same London-centered, Anglo-American financier 
interests, now represented by Prime Minister Tony 
Blair, which brought the then virtually unelectable 
Hider to power in Germany, are behind the use of a 
rabid Anglophile, the virtually unelectable Presidential 
candidate Al Gore, in the effort to run a parliamentary 
coup d'e'tat now, against Clinton, as against von 
Schleicher earlier. 

Both the motive and the method behind these coup 
d etats are so nearly identical, not only in astonishing 
fineness of certain details, but in crucial strategic impli- 
cations, as to scare the pants off any U.S, citizen still 
capable of honest thinking. 

It is time for us all to say, "Never again!' and let Al 
Gore serve out the remainder of his term, in that quiet 
and obscurity which our nation's security interest 
demands for him, 

Schacht ami Hitler 

If we examine both matters in their crucial, politi- 
cal-economic setting, there is a precise parallel 
between the British Commonwealth-directed launch- 
ing of the "Whitewatergate" targetting of President 
Bill Clinton, by the failed re-election campaign of 
President George Bush, during 1992, and the earlier 
process leading to Hitler's legal coup d'e'tat of 
January 28 -February 28, 1933. The economic issues, 
in both cases , are defined most sharply, by compar- 
ing the global crisis-developments which burst into 
the open during October 1997, with the collapse of 
Germany's discredited Social-Democratic govern- 
ment and party in the aftermath of the 1929 U.S. 
stock-market panic. 

The attempt of the Social-Democratic government 
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to find a "Third Way" 
between the German popula- 
tion and maddened interna- 
tional bankers, led to the fall 
of that government, and an 
ensuing succession of 'min- 
isterial" governments, from 
March 30, 1930 (after the 
second government of Tony 
Blair "lookalike" Ramsay 
MacDonald had been 
installed, on June S, J929) h 
through President Hin- 
denburg's appointment of 
AdoJf Hitler on January 30 f 
1933. 

The key, London-directed 
figure of Germany through- 
out this period was 
Brooklyn, N,Y,-born Hjalmar 
Horace Greeley Schacht, a 
life-long asset of the J. P. 
Morgan interests, with direct 
control over Schacht exerted 
by the Bank of England's 
Montagu Norman, This was 
the same Norman who was 
the controller of the finan- 
cial house of Averell 
Harriman, during all of the 

relevant years leading up to and beyond the Hitler 
coup d'etat. It was Schacht, deployed by Norman, to 
bring the New York bankers into support for Hitler, 
who, assisted by British intelligence services, orga- 
nized the German side of the Hitler coup detat 
against the government of Kurt von Schleicher (and 
Hitler's later assassination of von Schleicher). 

The Anglo-American financiers' immediate motive 
for bringing Hitler to power, was the commitment of 
those London and New York bankers behind Schacht, 
to prevent the implementation of an economic-recov- 
ery policy designed by a brilliant key figure, Dr. 
Wilhelm Lautenbach, of the pro- U.S. A. Friedrich List 
Society, Notably, the Lautenbach plan, like the tradi- 
tion of Friedrich List himself, expressed the political- 
economic philosophy of the founders of the U.S.A., 
and was the only policy, other than the like-minded 
President Franklin Roosevelt's U.S. recovery policy, 
which could have provided a democratic solution for 
what is known in most history books as "The Great 
Depression." This Lautenbach plan, which echoes the 
November 19S9 recovery plan of Deutsche Bank's 
assassinated Alfred Herrhausen, was the intended eco- 
nomic recovery program for a von Schleicher govern- 
ment in Germany It was Norman's puppet Schacht,

who deployed to New York,, to mobilize Wall Street 
support for a coup d'£lat to bring Hitler immediately 
into power in Germany. 

Notably, Schacht motivated the coup d'etat, by 
libelling the Lautenbach plan, and von Schleicher, as 
"Bolsheviks" who had to be stopped, just as Gores 
backers use the foolish Gore as their spearhead for 
putting an "enemy image" on the faces of the pro- 
national sovereignty governments of Mexico, China, 
Russia, Malaysia, et al. Gore's deployment on behalf 
of the British Duke of Edinburgh's Transparency 
International, to classify defense of national sover- 
eignty as "corruption," shows the motive behind 
rabid Anglophile Gore's bloody hand in the situation 
today. 

In a situation similar to that of I932-1933 
Germany, today, the only workable alternative tor the 
presently ongoing disintegration of the world's finan- 
cial system, is the 'New Bret ion Woods* program 
which I have introduced. With the hill confirmation 
of my warning of an October 1997 crisis, that "New 
Bretton Woods' orientation went immediately onto a 
leading place on the worlds agenda, It met resistance 
fixjm the same species of sources (e.g., London's neo- 
Thatcherite, neo-MacDonald Prime Minister Tony 
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Blair), which resisted the Lautenbach plan during 
193 1-1 933, Essentially, it is the same Anglo-American 
financier interests h who backed Hitler and opposed 
Franklin Roosevelt, during 1933-1 93S, who are 
behind the use of Al Gore as their cats-paw today. 
The economic, strategic, and social consequences of a 
Gore coup d'etat now, would be similar to, but far 
worse than, the outcome of the original Hitler coup 
d'etat. 

The result of that reaction, is the deployment of 
what Kissinger and Clay T. Whitehead have described 
as a 'secret committee" organized to prepare for a coup 
d'etat against the U.S. Constitution and its incumbent 
President, Bill Clinton. 

It must be emphasized, again, that the strategic 
implications of such an Anglo-American national- 
security posture, under presently unfolding world 
economic, political, and social conditions , would, if 
tolerated, ensure a far more devastating result than 
Anglo-American bankers' unleashing of the 1933 
Hitler coup. 

The flavor of 1932-1934 

The chronology of the most crucial related develop- 
ments in the U.S.A., Britain, and Germany during 
1929-1934,, gives the flavor of the situation — then, and 
now. 

The count-down to the Hitler coup d'etat began in 
Paris, with the fateful prelude to the outbreak of the 
Great Depression, the June 7, 1929 failure of the 
Young Plan to provide workable alternatives for the 
Looming international disaster posed by the unre- 
solved issues of Germany's war-reparations debt. The 
immediate next shoe to drop, came in England, with 
the June 3 r 1929 formation of the second government 
of Labour Party Prime Minister (James) Ramsay 
MacDonald. MacDonald's quasi-fascist government 
which remained in office until June 7, 1935, is the 
forerunner of todays Blair regime. This was followed 
by not only the October 24, 1929 stock-market panic 
in New York, but also the November 9, 1932 election 
of "American Methods" spokesman Franklin 
Roosevelt as President-elect of the U.S,A. Notably, 
Wall Street and London adversary Roosevelt was, in 
economics, a co-thinker of the American System polit- 
ical-economic policies of Germany's Wilhelm 
Lautenbach. 

The Anglo-American bankers responded to this 
crisis of the Young Plan's failure, by pulling down the 
Grand Coalition government of Social-Democratic 
Chancellor Hermann M Ciller, on March 27, 1930. The 
coup d'etat was set off by a rigged crisis in the 
German government. The issue of the second read- 
ing of the doomed Young Plan, was turned into a de 
facto coup d'etat by the abrupt resignation, on 



March 1, of the British bankers' agent HjaUnar 
Schacht from his position as president of Germany's 
central bank, the Reich shank. In the ensuing parlia- 
mentary' crisis, the Muller government collapsed on 
March 27, and the "Ramsay MacDonald of 
Germany,'' the brutal Heinrich Briining, was 
installed on March 30. 

From that point, until the London-run coup d'e-tat 
against the von Schleicher government, thus bringing 
the otherwise uuelectable Hitler to power in January 
30, 191$, Germany was ruled by a series of four minis- 
terial regimes, all of which, excepting the von 
Schleicher government, were tools of Schacht and the 
de facto Schacht-controlled Center Party. 

That period, from 1928 through the September 12, 
1952 collapse of the von Papen government, saw a 
combined, sudden collapse in the Social-Democratic 
vote for the national parliament, and a zooming 
upward of the Nazi vote. However, with the progres- 
sive self-discrediting of the Social- Democratic Party, 
the fall of the von Papen government was echoed by a 
significant turn away from the Nazi party, too. 
Schacht regarded the possibility of a coup d'etat 
against von Schleicher, as London's last chance to 
keep the Hitler option alive. London and Wall Street 
were alarmed by the coincidence of Roosevelt's 
November 9, 1°32 status as President-elect of the 
U.S,A., and sought to prevent von Schleicher and 
Lautenbach's American System economic policies 
coming into power in Germany r 

So, the British, together with London's assets 
Morgan and Harriman, joined London in deploying the 
parliamentaiy coup d'etat against von Schleicher, and 
bringing Hitler into power. 

An ominous lesson for today 

There is another bitter lesson for today, to be 
learned from the later events of 1933-1933. The imme- 
diate, foolish response to Hitler's appointment as 
Chancellor, from the Communists, Social-Democrats, 
and others, was, in effect, "Wait until the Germans 
begin to see what Hitler is like; they will turn to us/' It 
did not work out that way See the tempo of events 
leading into Hitler's consolidation of dictatorial and 
strategic power. 

Von Schleicher was ousted on January 28, 1933, 
Hitler was made Chancellor on January 30. On the 
night of February 27, the unprotected German parlia- 
ment building, the Reichstag, was burned down in an 
arson attack. That incident was used by the Nazi gov- 
ernment of Prussia, under Hermann Goring, to launch 
a wave of terror against the political opponents and 
rivals of the Nazis. The power of government by 
decree, under the terms of the so-called Notverordnung, 
was activated, giving Hitler power of rule by emer- 
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gency decree. By April 7, the Gkickschahung lav/s, 
Nazi Propaganda Minister Joseph Gocbbels'' echo of 
Prince Mettemich's 1319 Ctuisbzd Beschlilsxi (decrees) 
were installed, coinciding with the purging of Jews 
from influential positions in Prussian society. The Nazi 
book-buming was launched on May 10. 

Hitlers dictatorship was consolidated rapidly during 
the following months. In the famous plebiscite of 
November 1933, the Nazi vote reported was more than 
96 percent of the total. The end to effective resistance 
came in the Summer of 1934, approximately a year and 
a half after Schacht 's orchestration of the coup detat 
against the von Schleicher government. This consolida- 
tion of Hitlers personal power as a dictator, came in 
three developments; 

L The 'night of the long knives/' the so-called R&hm 
purge, which eliminated not only potential challengers 
to Hitler from within the populist-based "brown shirts" 
of his own party, but also provided the occasion to 
assassinate a key target of Schacht s hatred, former 
German Chancellor and General Kurt von Schleicher, 

2. The convenient death, on Aug. 2, of President Paul 
von Hindenburg, 

3. Hitler's use of the occasion of President 
Hindenburgs death to supersede the elective position 
of President by Hitlers perpetual personal authority as 
Fuhrer 

Thus, on August 19. 1934, Hitler's dictatorship 
was consolidated. By the close of 1938, with the 
October march into Czechoslovakia, and the 
November "Crystal Night" against Jews in Berlin. 
Hitler was politically positioned to unleash a new 

world wan 

Such are the disasters suffered by those people of a 
nation which tolerates the sort of coup d'etat being run 
now against the U.S. Constitution and President, a 
coup being run by those Republicans and others, who 
have stated their disposition to welcome the otherwise 
unelectable Al Gore immediately into the office of 
President. 

Schacht and Core 

To speak with absolute objectivity, Al Gore personal- 
ly is an ideologically perverted, wooden-headed fool, 
utterly lacking in visible cognitive intelligence, but with 
a sly and viciously backstabbing cowardice, nonethe- 
less, a shameless tory fan of the British monarchy, and 
crony and bloody-handed accomplice of that Ramsay 
MacDonald-style fascist "mad bomber" Tony Blair. 
Politically, he is thoroughly owned by the same crew

It 
is easy to have contempt for a Gore, but, in himself, he, 
like the village idiot and resident firebrand, while a sig- 
nificant public security risk, is, like any pathetic mental 
case, hardly deserving of such strong emotion as per- 
sonal malice. So, he is being used by Henry A, 
Kissinger et al., just as Kissinger set up the President he 
manipulated, Richard Nixon, for self destruction in the 
Watergate affiair. If you recognize Gore as the pathetic 
bipolar personality he is f you can readily understand 
how he is manipulated by those, of the likes of Henry 
Kissinger, who use him, as if he were a mere puppet on 
a string, 

The Gore problem lies entirely in two matters. 
First, the strategic purpose for which he, as a mere 
dupe of his own pathetic ambitions, is being used. 
Second , the disgusting corruption shown by those, 
like a Clay T. Whitehead or cronies of the Henry A. 
Kissinger and Bush pack, who wittingly betray the 
United States itself in such ways as to put not only 
this nation, but much of the world at strategic risk. 
This is a risk so grave that no standard of compari- 
son from the earlier experience of this century, even 
two World Wars, measures the sheer aw fulness of 
the treasonous things those accomplices of the 
"secret committee" operations around Gore are 

doing. 

On the Gore issue, it is thus time for Americans and 
others to face the kinds of facts which the German 
population of 1932-1933 refused to face. The compari- 
son of the coup d'ltat around Gore with the earlier 
case of Hitler, is not only justified; it is morally urgent 
that that comparison be made, far and wide, and loud 
and clear. 

Gore must merely leam to play the Cheshire Cat for 
those childish occasions, such as costume parties, he 
finds most compatible with his limitations; let him, 
thus, fade, giggling happily, but quietly, from the 
scene. Blair, meanwhile, must be removed. Unless 
those two related measures are taken, no part of this 
planet will be safe for anyone much longer. All Hell is 
about to bust loose in the weeks just ahead. Wake up! 
Put Gore quietly into the background, and Blair out of 
the way of doing more harm than he has done, not 
only to Britain, but the world, already. Anyone who 
has yet to understand the importance of forcing 
through those two actions now, knows nothing of 
much importance about world events in progress 
todav. 
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
